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The War Department is evidently determined 
to uphold to the letter President Lincoln’s famous 
order issued in November, 1862, in relation to the 
performance of duty by enlisted men of the 
Army on the Sabbath. It has been directed that 
2d Lieut. E. V. Bookmiller, the officer who 
ordered Private Charles O. Cedarquist, of the 
Second Infantry, to take his rifle and proceed at 
once with target practice, be immediately tried 
for disobedience of this order. It has also re- 
naitted the unexpired portion of the sentence im- 
posed upon this soldier as a result of his failure 
to obey his superior officer. The order of the 
War Department in this matter is directed to 
General Brooke, and is as follows: ‘The unex- 
pired portion of the sentence in the casé of Pri- 
vate Charles O. Cedarquist, promulgated in court- 
martial orders No. 45, issued from your head- 
quarters is this day remitted by the President 
and you will cause the man to be released at 
once. This action is not in any manner to be re- 





garded as a justification of the disobedience of: 


orders on the part of the soldier. The officer who 
ordered target practice on Sunday in disobedi- 
ence of the order of President Lincoln, given in 
November, 1862, must be brought to trial for dis- 
obedience of orders.’ The original sentence 
involved six months’ hard labor under guard and 
to forfeit $10 a month during the duration of 
such sentence. The case was reviewed by Gen 
eral Brooke, who mitigated the sentence to twe 
months’ imprisonment. In his report, however 
he said that there could be no justification for : 
soldier disobeying the orders of a superior officer 
In view of the statement of the War Departmen 
that it does not intend to condone the disobedi 
ence of orders, it is difficult te see why this sen- 
tence should have been remitted. It would cer- 
tainly seem to have been sufficiently light for a 
direct disobedience of orders. Discipline in the 
Army requires that orders should be obeyed 
in some other than a Pickwickian sense. Even 
the order of President Lincoln does not forbid 
necessary duty, and it will be destructive of dis- 
cipline to hold an officer to too rigid an accounta- 
bility for what is, at the worst, a mistaken exer- 
cise of his necessary discretion. 


The arrangement involving the retirement and 
promotion of several officers of high rank down 
to and including Commodore Henry Erber. may 
at last be said to be successfully consummated. It 
is true that Commodore Erben’s nomination to the 
grade of Rear-Admiral has not been confirmed by 
the Senate, but that is only a question now of 
when the Senate shall go into executive session. 
So far as can be learned, there is not the slightest 
objection on the part of any members of the Sen- 
ate Naval Affairs Committee to this officer. They 
have already shown that they are favorable to 
him by their prompt action in favorably reporting 
the nominations of several commodores to be 
rear-admirals, well knowing that retirements 
would follow confirmation and that such action 
would result in Commodore Erben’s benefit. 
There is, therefore, no reason to fear that the 
Senate will fail to confirm this officer's nomina- 
tion. The nomination was sent in on Thursday 
last, the President having the day before ap- 
proved the application of Rear-Admiral Stanton 
to be placed on the retired list from July 30. 
Upon the notification of the President’s action be- 
ing received at the Navy Department, the nomina- 
tion of Commodore Erben was made out and 
sent to the White House, whence it was trans- 
mitted to the Senate. Secretary Herbert tele- 
graphed Rear-Admiral Stanton to haul down his 
flag on Wednesday and orders were at once issued 
to Commodore Richard W. Meade to assume com- 
mand of the North Atlantic Squadron, with the 
New York as his flagship. It is Commodore 
Meade’s intention to hoist his flag either on 
Friday or Saturday, preferably on Friday, for the 
Commodore is above the suspicion of bad luck 
on that day. 








It is characteristic of Chinese ideas that the 
first step taken after the declaration of war is a 
snub to the Chinese generalissimo, Li Hung 
Chang. He has so many honors and offices that 
of late years it has been difficult to find anything 
new to confer on him, so on special occasions he 
is accorded the right to use the yellow bridle or 
wear the yellow coat, that color marking the 
Imperial habiliments. Now they have taken the 


yellow coat away from him for remissness in not 
pushing the war more vigorously. Li is used to 
this sort of thing and has had reverses before. 
The story that 25,000 Chinese troops have passed 
the Corean frontier from the North or West must 
be taken with some doubt. It would undoubtedly 
be possible to collect a large force in Kirin, a 
Chinese district north of Corea, where great efforts 
have been made to form an arsenal and collect 
munitions of all sorts, but it is doubtful if any 
such force could have been collected and marched 
to the frontier since the rise of the Corean diffi- 
culty. The only Chinese railway running from 
Tientsin to Shan-kai-Kwan is on the direct route 
from Pekin to Corea. Its surveys have been car- 
ried up into Kirin and the finished road is prob- 
ably 250 to 300 miles long, about half of the 
whole distance. The portion unfinished is moun- 
tainous and difficult and requires so much bridg- 
ing that it is doubtful if Mr. Kinder, the super- 
intendeut of Chinese railways, can do very much 
to extend the line in a hurry. 

While the Chinese have Tokio within the range 
of their possible naval operations, it is equally 
true that Pekin is within reach of the Japanese. 
The capital lies less than 200 miles from the sea 
and 20 miles from the Peiho. In old days it was 
practically a prey to any force that passed the 
Taku bar and forts, but now the use of torpedoes 
ean make the promenade of the river more inter- 
esting. 








The views expressed in the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal of July 21 as to the very unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of work on the several timber drydocks now 
under construction have been justified by subse- 
quent developments. Mr. Gillies, the dilatory con- 
tractor for the dock at New York Navy Yard, ap- 
pears to have found the quicksand about the ex- 
istence of which he was so sceptical. His sheet pil- 
ing at the head of the dock has sunken and the 
bank has tumbled into the hole. He is now en- 
gaged in driving piles to prevent further slumping 
at the dock’s head. Several of the New York and 
Brooklyn daily papers have reported the Secretary 
of the Navy as having determined to vacate the 
Gillies contract, thus putting the Secretary in the 
position of summonsing the defendant into court 
and sentencing him in the same breath. Mr. Wil- 
lies, with his customary evasiveness, denied that 
he had been called upon by the Department to 
show cause why his contract should not be can- 
celled. In the matter of the drydocks at Port 
val, S. C., it is learned that a bill has passed 
Congress which gives to the contractor compensa- 
tion for damages sustained in consequence of the 
great storm of August, 1893—$18,521.42. ‘The 
pressing want of a drydock justifies almost any 
expenditure, but this looks like a waste of money, 
because the contractor is now engaged in repairing 
his unfinished dock, hoping to make it fit enough to 
pass the inspection for acceptance by the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks. Some day, it is to be hoped, 
the United States will make its contracts for dry 
docks with drydock builders. 


Major-General Miles, U. S. A., went into camp 
at Fort Sheridan, July 26, Co. A, 5th U. S. Inf., 
Captain Randall, being selected as headquarters 
guard. The next day the General caused the 
officers of the entire command to assemble in the 
post hop-room, where he addressed them on the 
subject. of the recent “insurrection” in Chicago. 
He congratulated the troops on their good be- 
havior and said that three times’in the history of 
the city it had been saved by regulars—in 1871, af- 
ter the fire, in 1877, during the great railroad riots, 
and in the last twenty-three days. He desired 
all the officers present to submit to him, personally, 
a written report of their observations during their 
tour of duty in Chicago, these to gay particular 
attention to the feelings of the people and their 
attitude towards the troops. 





The Salt Lake City “Daily Tribune,” referring to 
a proposed “starve out” of troops sent for service at 
Grand Junction by local dealers, ete., says: “An or- 
der was placed with a local butcher for fresh meat. 
Five o'clock came but no beef. The A. A. Q. M., 
Lieut. W. H. Johnston, 16th U. S. Inf., then pro 
ceeded to interview the butcher, saying: ‘I want to 
explain to you that it’s the rule of this battalion to 
eat, and if the food is in sight we propose to eat. 
I trust your failure to fill the order left with you 
yesterday has been the result of no determination 
to starve us out, and you may say to your neigh- 
bors that whenever they refuse to furnish us with 
that for which we are willing to pay that Captain 
Richards’ battalion will take what they need and 
give them the receipt that is provided for in time 
of action.’ That afternoon there were 75 pounds of 
corn-fed beef in camp, for which the butcher re- 
ceived card rates.”

After due deliberation, Secretary Herbert has 
decided to accept the group of armor for the bar. 
bettes of the battleship Oregon, represented by the 
much-fired-at 17-in. Harveyized Oarnegie plate. 
As was stated in the Journal last week, few plates 
have withstood so successfully the ballistic tests 
through which this plate has passed. Its failure 
on its acceptance trial was due to the superior qual- 
ity of the Wheeler-Sterling projectile used with 
the 12-in. B. L. rifle. The board which conducte 
the test give an interesting report which we reserve 
for another week. 


A recent despatch from South Enid, Oklahoma, 
referring to the report that Corporal Cleaves had 
been shot by citizens, states that Mayor Moore, 
after thorough investigation, has arrived at the 
conclusion that the soldier was shot during a quar- 
rel with a comrade, and, to protect themselves, 
the soldiers told their officers they were attacked 
by citizens of Enid. Captain Mackay, in command, 
has been made the subject of charges by Mayor 
Moore, who has sent them to the Secretary of War. 





A Chicago despatch says: ‘Major-General Miles 
has decided to set up a school of practice and in- 
struction. It is likely there will be mimic war on 
a large scale at Fort Sheridan in the next ten 
days. General Miles himself, with all his staff, is 
to come to Sheridan and have a try at camp life. 
The troops now in hand will be organized for the 
time as a brigade and there will be extensive evo- 
lutions.” 


Capt. A. L. Wagner’s new book on “Organization 
and Tactics” is nearly ready and its publication is 
expected in the early fall. The work has been used 
at the Infantry and Cavalry School during the past 
term, and is said to be fully up to the high stand- 
ard of “Security and Information.” 


The post exchange at Fort Grant, Ariz., under 
the management of Lieut. Edward Anderson, 1st 
Cav., seems to be in a flourishing condition. The 
total receipts for the six months ending June 3v, 
IS94, were $37,892.47; total expenditures, including

‘he House of Representatives has passed the 
jvint resolution providing that any person who has 
been, or may hereafter be, awarded the medal of 
honor authorized by the acts of July 12, 1862, and 
March 3, 1863, respectively, may wear, in lieu of 
suid medal, a bow-knot of ribbon of a pattern and 
under regulations to be prescribed by the President 
ot the United States. 

The House has also passed the bill appropriating 
$4,000 for the construction of a muiitary road 
from El Paso, Texas, to New Fort Bliss, Texas, 
ihe money to be taken from the proceeds of the 
sule of old Fort Bliss. 

‘The Senate has passed the resolution authorizing 
Comdr. Dennis W. Mullan, U. S. N., to accept a 
medal presented to him by the Chilian government. 

The Senate has agreed to the House amendment 
to the bill to regulate enlistments in the Army. 
This is the bill repealing the ten-year enlistment 
provision, and the House amendment is as follows: 

“And in time of peace no person (except an In- 
dian) who is not a citizen of the United States, or 
who has not made legal declaration of his intention 
to become a citizen of the United States, or who 
cannot speak, read and write the English language, 
or who is over 30 years of age, shall be enlisted 
for the first enlistment in the Army: Provided, 
That any soldier discharged since Jan. 27, 1803, 
who has been prevented from re-enlisting by the 
operations of the act of Congress approved Feb. 27, 
1893, and who may hereafter enlist within three 
months from the date of the approval of this act, 
shall be considered to have re-enlisted and shall be 
entitled to receive while serving subsequent to such 
enlistment the same pay, service pay, and allow- 
ances as if he had re-enlisted within thirty days 
from his latest discharge.” 

The Senate Committee on Pensions has made a 
favorable report on the bill which has passed the 
House increasing the pension of Susie Conway, 
widow of the late Lieut. W. P. Conway, U. 8S. N., 
io $35 per month. 

S. 2266, introduced by Mr. Palmer, grants a pen- 
sion of $50 a month to the widow of Matthew M. 
Trumbull, late Brevet Brig.-General U. S. Volun- 
teers, incorrectly described in the bill as “Brevet 
Brigadier-General in the United States Army.” 
General Trumbull was Colonel of the Ninth lowa 
Cavalry, and previously Captain and Lieutenant- 
(‘wlonel of the Third Iowa Infantry. 

The Committee on Naval Affairs occupied the 
morning hour in the House on Tuesday, and dis- 
posed of a number of bills on the calendar. The 
first bill taken up and passed was the House bill 
for the rehef of the enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps who lost their clothing in the cyclone at the 
uaval station at Port Royal, S. C., Aug. 27, 1893. 
Che next bill taken up provoked some opposition 
from Mr. Sayers, of Texas, but it was passed 
without division. It was the Senate bill to promote 
the efficiency of the Naval Militia, and is as fol- 
lows: F 
Be it enacted, etc., That the Secretary of the Navy 
be, and is hereby, authorized and empowered to loan 
temporarily to any State, upon the written application 
of the Governor thereof, a vessel of the Navy, to be se- 
lected from such vessels as are not suitable or re- 
quired for general service, together with such of her 
apparel, charts, books and instruments of navigation as 
he may deem proper; said vessel to be used only by the 
regularly organized Naval Militia of the State for the 
purposes of drill and instruction: Provided, That 
when the organization of the Naval Militia of such 
State shall be abandoned, or when the interests of the 
naval service shall so require, such vessel, together 
with her apparel, charts, books and instruments of 
uavigation, shall be immediately restored to the cus- 
tody of the Secretary of the Navy: And provided fur- 
ther, That when such loan is made to the Governor 
of any State, the Secretary of the Navy is authorized 
o detail from the enlisted force of the Navy a suffi- 
cient number of men, not exceeding six for any vessel, 
is shipkeepers, the men so detailed to be additional 
to the number of enlisted men allowed by law for the 
uaval establishment, and in making details for this ser- 
vice preference shall be given to those men who have 
served 20 years or more in the Navy. 

The Senate bill restoring ex-Assistant Paymaster 
Louis A. Yorke to the Navy as a Paymaster on 
the retired list, was passed, and the House had 
under consideration the bill to establish a public 
school on the Pensacola Naval Reservation when 
the morning hour expired. 

he House Committee on Military Affairs bas 
reported favorably the bill to amend the record of 
Capt. Thomas H. Reeves, U. 8S. A., retired, so that 
it shall show him to be retired for disability con- 
tracted in the line of duty, notwithstanding the 
findings of the Retiring Board, approved June 5, 
1868, 

In the House on Thursday Mr. Grosvenor (Ohio) 
arose to a question of privilege in connection with 
x resolution he introduced some time ago calling for 
a report from the War Department upon the court 
martial of a soldier at Omaha for refusing to par- 
ticipate in target practice on Sunday. A reply has 
been received from the War Department. Mr. 
Grosvenor had no criticism to offer upon the ground 
of the court martial that a private soldier had no 
right to disobey the commands of his superiors, but 
he insisted that the officer ordering the Sunday 
target practice did so in plain violation of the order 
of President Lincoln in 1862, and in direct viola- 
tion of the statutes of Nebraska. Mr. Grosvenor 
passed some severe strictures on the court martial 
and the General who had approved it and ordered 
its decree executed. “That action of that Brigadier- 
General,” said he, “was the outgrowth either of 
the most stolid and inconceivable ignorance or a 
total disregard of all that was right and_proper.” 
Mr. Grosvenor paid a high tribute to President 
Cleveland, who had ordered the officer who issued 
the Sunday target practice order to be arrested, 
tried and punished for violation of the order of 
President Lincoln. Mr. Outhwaite (Ohio), chair- 
man of the Military Affairs Committee, read a 
latter he had received from Adjutant-General Rug- 
gies concerning the punishment of the officer who 
had violated President Lincoln’s order. No action 
was taken in regard to the matter. 

The Senate on Thursday passed the House bill 
to authorize the President to appoint James Will- 
iam Abert to be a Major of Engineers on the re- 
tired list of the Army, and the House bill to re- 
store Oapt. Charles B. Stivers to the retired list of 
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the Army. Senator Chandler took advantage of 
the occasion to express his opposition to all legis- 
lation of this character. He declared that, in his 
opinion, these bills, and all bills of a similar nature, 
are clearly unconstitutional, inasmuch as they usurp 
to the legislative branch of the government the 
right of the executive to make appvintments. Sen- 
ators Manderson and Hawley took issue with Sen- 
ator Chandler by pointing out_that instead of re- 
stricting the power of the President to make 
appointments, these bills enlarged his power. They 
did pot direct the appointment of these persons, 
but merely permitted the President, if he saw fit 
to do so, to make the appointments. In several in- 
stances the Presidents had not exercised the privi- 
lege given them, believing, on investigation, that the 
appointments ought not to be made. The case of 
Captain Stivers was referred to as furnishing a par- 
ticularly strong argument in favor of the passage 
of such bilis. It was pointed out that this officer 
was dismissed from the Army by a mistake during 
the war, and that a few days afterwards, the 
blunder having been discovered, President Lincoln 
revoked the order for his dismissal, and, as he 
thought, restored him to his rank. In 1890 the Su- 
preme Court had decided that the President could 
not restore an officer to the Army by revoking his 
discharge, thus depriving Captain Stivers of his 
place on the retired list. Senator Manderson pointed 
out that under this decision of the Supreme Court 
it would be absolutely impossible to do justice in 
the case of such a mistake as had been made by 
the discharge of Captain Stivers, unless Congress 
could enact legislation authorizing the reappoint- 
ment of officers in such cases.

John M. Schofield, U. S. A., died July 23, at Free- 
port, Ill. 


Mrs. Foster, widow of Mr. Andrew Foster and 
daughter of the late Rear Admiral John B. Mont- 
gomery, U. S. N., died July 22, at Jamaica Plain, 
N. Y. Admiral Montgomery died March 25, 1873. 


Col. Edwin Ludlow, who died at the. Clarendon 
Hotel, on the 25th inst., was the uncle, not the 
father, of Major Ludlow, of the Engineer Corps. 


The members of the Sixth U. S. Cavalry and 
others in the Army will regret to learn of the re- 
cent additional affliction that has befallen Major 
D. Madden, U. S. A., retired, through the death 
of his youngest son, Henry J. Madden, on July 
25, aged 22 years, who survived his mother’s death 
by a little over a month’s time. He was greatly 
devoted to his mother, and her death, it is thought, 
hastened his demise. When a lad he was known 
among the officers and men of his father’s regiment 
as “Dutchy,” due to his appearance and stoutness, 
but which lung disease, since then, so vitally 
changed and vanished. He was a great favorite in 
Army circles and civil life, and many wiil be sad 
to learn of his death and his father’s sore distress. 

Another historic character, a distinguished jurist 
and orator, has passed away this week—Brevet 
Major-General Joseph Holt, Brigadier-Cieneral, 
U. S. A., retired, known to his familiars and many 
thousands besides, as “Joe Holt, of Kentucky.” He 
died at 2 a. m., Aug. 1, at his residence in Washing- 
ton, D. C. His death was indirectly due to a 
fall he sustained while descending the stairs at 
his home some days ago. Until this accident befell 
him he was in excellent health for a man of 87 
years. Born in Breckinridge county, Ky., in 1807, 
in 1828 he began the practice of law in Elizabeth- 
town, Ky. He moved to Louisville in 1832, and 
to Port Gibson, Miss., in 1835, where he won prom- 
inence in his profession. He returned to Louisville 
in 1842, and after a trip to Europe, was appointed 
Commissioner of Patents by President Buchanan 
in 1857, from which office he was promoted to that 
of Postmaster-General in 1859. In January, 1861, 
he was appointed Secretary of War, and held the 
position until the following March, and in Septeim- 
ber, 1862, he was appointed Judge-Advocate-Gen- 
eral of the Army, with the rank of Colonel. in 
June, 1864, at the establishment of the Bureau of 
Military Justice, he was retained at its head with 
the same title, but with the rank of Brigadier-Gen- 
eral. He was appointed Major-General by brevet 
in 1865, “‘for faithful, meritorious and distinguished 
services in the Bureau of Military Justice during 
the war.” He played agconspicuous part in various 
courts martial and courts of justice, notably that 
before which Lincoln’s assassins were arraigned. 
He was retired Dec. 1, 1875, at his own request, 
and had since then lived in Washington. Judge 
Holt was twice married, his last wife being Mar- 
garet Wickliffe, daughter of Governor Wickliffe, of 
Kentucky. She died many years ago, and the only 
near relative left was his nephew, William G. 
Sterrett, now residing in Washington, and another 
nephew, who lives on the old Holt place, in Breck- 
inridge county, Ky., where the body has been 
taken for burial.

In keep- 
ing with the spirit of the Glorious Fourth, Mr. Henry 
Irving, from the Lyceum Theatre, London, during the 
afternoon telegraphed the following message to the Chi- 
cago: ‘Salutation and greeting to all friends on the Chi- 
cago, from the Admiral’s cabin to the cockpit, and may 
good wishes of the true Fourth of July pattern gild our 
good ship from the truck to the keel. Henry Irving.” 
But that was not the only graceful action, on the part 
of Mr. Irving, renewing the pleasant associations which 
had been established during the visit of the Chicago to 
Gravesend. few days previously there had n 


received on board the flagship a handsome 
framed cartoon, by Mr. Thomas Nast, symbol- 
izing the friendly feelings whieh exist between 


naval seamen of America and England. It Is a large 
black and white drawing, representing two blue jack- 
with right hands clasped, and suspended above 
their heads, against the drapery forming the background 
of the picture, are the coats-of-arms of their res 
tive countries. Between the two national shields is a 
portrait of the Queen of Pngland, and below it are the 
words, “Blood is thicker than water."’ In the left- 
hand lower corner is a picture of H. M. 8. Blake ino 
Boston Harbor, with Bunker Hill Monument in the dis- 
tance, on May 24, and the opposite corner contains a 
view of the Chicago in the Thames on the same date. 
Between these two corner pieces is the inscription, 
“Join and Aid in the Preservation of Law, Order and 
Humanity—that would be the Influence of Sea Power 
upon History."’ Below the cartoon Mr. Irving has 
written, ‘““To the crew of the United Mates Fila — 
Chicago, I beg to present this work of my friend, 
Thomas Nast. 4th July, 1894."" The receipt of Mr. Ir- 
ving’s gift was acknowledged in the following letter by 
Mr. Thomas Gibbons, clerk to Admiral Erben: 

U. 8S. Flagship Chicago, Antwerp, Belgium, July 2, 1894. 

Dear Mr. Irving: I am desired to cordialy ac- 
knowledge, with warmest thanks, the splendid cartoon 
by your friend, Mr. Thomas Nast, symbolizing the 
friendship and good fellowship existing between the 
naval seamen of England and America, which you have 
been so thoughtful as to send for the crew of the United 
States flagship Chicago on the anniversary of Amer- 
ican independence. Already the beautiful present has 
found a permanent abiding place, on the gun-deck, 
in a centre space between the approaches to the cabins 
of the Adm‘ral and the commanding officer, within 
view of “all hands” going about their daily duties, 
where it will remain as a cherished memento of your 
visit to the ship and a recollection of your generous 
welcome and warm-hearted coer. at the Lyceum 
Theatre, to the crew of the Chicago during the visit of 
the cruiser to Gravesend. Within a few months, per- 
heps, the present crew of the good ship may be dis- 
persed among other vessels of the wavy, in all parts 
of the world—the inevitable of naval life—but those 
who were on board the Chicago during the visit to the 
Thames will always proudly remember this kindly wel- 
come to the Lyceum Theatre, and their happy privilege 
of bestowing upon BPngland’s most eminent dramatic 
representative the “Freedom of the Sea.’’ With the 
warmest wishes from the crew of the Chicago for your 
health and happiness, I remain, very sincgrely an 
spectfully, THOMAS GIBBONS. 

Admiral Erben's official reception at Gravesend, 
June 11, was intended as a return for the many and 
distinguished courtesies extended to him and the of- 
ficers of the Chicago by Englishmen during the visit 
of the flagship to England. But many American vis 
itors in London at the time regarded the matter dif- 
ferently, and when they found that no Invitations 
reached them they opened out a flood of abuse; and 
one of the disappointed ones wrete of his grievance to 
the Paris (N. Y.) “Herald.”” Another correspondent, 
however, “got on" to the situation and clearly stated 
it in the following humorous letter, which appeared tn 
the same paper: 

“The tempest in a peapet, zooulting from that ‘At 
home’ on board the United States flagship Chicago, 
has not subsided yet, and very bitter compliments have 
been made by Americans staying in London that they 
were not invited to Admiral Erben’s reception on the 
cruiser Chicago. One man from Terre Haute (Ind.) 
wrote to the Admiral for 15 tickets and didn't get one. 
He had never met the Admiral and none of the officers 
and the non-arrival of the tickets put himself and 14 
friends to considerable inconvenience. They had to 
spend the afternoon—as they had spent 23 consecutive 
and preceding afternoons—in the barroom of the Grand 
Hotel. As a matter of fact, the officers of the Chi- 
cago could have filled the entire United States Navy, if 
they had had it in the Thames that afternoon, with 
visiting Americans. This wasn’t what they wanted to do 
at all. It was an occasion wholly set aside to the en- 
tertainment of Britons, but its exclusiveness may lose 
the Democratic party a vote or two all the same, many 
tourists insisting on being present wherever a Stars 
and Stripes can be found unfurled.

The following instructions ‘are published ‘for the 
government of the A 

A mob forcibly sodetiag or obstructing the execu- 
tion of the laws of the United States, or attempting 
to destroy property belonging to or under the pro- 
tection of the Gnited States, fs a public enemy. 

Troops called into action against such a mob are 
governed by the general regulations of the army and 
military tactics in respect to the manner in which 
they shall act to accomplish the desired end. It is 
purely a_ tactical question in what manner they 
shall use the weapons with which they are armed 
--whether by the fire of musketry and artillery, or by 
use of the bayonet and sabre, or by both, and 
at what stage of the operations each or either mode 
of attack shall be employed. 

This tactical question must necessarily be decided 
by the immediate commander of the troops, according 
to his best judgment of the situation and the author- 
ized drill regulations. 

In the first stage of an insurrection, lawiess mobs 
are frequently commingled with great crowds of com- 
paratively innocent people, drawn there by curiosity 
and excitement, and ignorant of the great danger to 
which they are expos Under such circumstances 
the commanding officer should withhold the fire of 
his troops, if possible, until time:iy warning has been 
given to the innocent to separate themselves from the 
guilty. 

Under no circumstances are the t:))ps to fire into 
a crowd without the order of che command'ng officec 
except that single sharpshooters, selected Ly the com- 
manding officer, may shoot down individual rioters 
who have tired upon or thrown missiles at the troops. 

As a general rule the bayonet alone should be used 
against mixed crowds in the first stages of a revolt. 
But, as soon as sufficient warning has been given to 
enable the innocent to sepacate themselves from the 
guilty, the action of the troops should he governed 
solely by the tactical considerations invoived in the 
duty they are ordered to perform. ‘They are not calied 
upon to consider how great may be the losses inflicted 
upon the public enemy, except to make their blows so 
effective as to promptly suppress all resistance to 
lawful authority, and to stop the destruction of life 
the moment iawless resistance has ceased. Punish-

General (‘(ourt Martial Cases. 


A resolution has been introduced into the House 
usking the Secretary of War to inform the House 
whether the publication in reference to Private C. O. 
Cedarquist, Company A, 2d Inf., tried and found 
guilty for disobedience of orders in refusing to dis- 
charge firearms on Sunday contains a truthful state- 
ment of the facts in the case, and if se, report wheth- 
er such conviction and such punishment are authorized 
by any law of Congress, or practice, orders or regu- 
lations of War Department. Private Cedarquist was 
tried for disobedience of orders, that having been or- 
dered by his superior officer, Lieut. Edwin V. Book- 
miller, 2d Inf., to take a rifle and proceed at once 
with his target practice, did refuse to Ser and did 
disobey said order. This at Bellevue Rifle Range, 
Bellevue, Neb., June 17, 1894 (Sunday). He was sen- 
tenced to be confined at hard labor under charge of 
the guard for the period of six months, and to for- 
feit $10 per month of his pay for the same period. 

General Brooke approved the sentence, but mitigated 
it to confinement at hard labor for two months, and 


said: “A soldier's duty is to accord all orders not 
palpably illegal on their face a most unhesitating 


obedience, and courts-martial will be uniformly upheld 
in the rigorous application of this principle in the 
administration of military justice in this department. 
It is desired, however, that it should be understood 
that, in view of the warning held out in this order, 
offenses of the character charged in this case will not 
in the future be regarded as fitting ones for the ex- 
ercise of clemency.” 

The history of the Cedarquist case is reported as fol- 
lows: Private Cedarquist and a few other privates 
were behind in their practice. The commanding officer 
ordered them to shoot on Sunday at 200 and 300 yards, 
that they might catch up with their companies, thus 
facilitating as early a return as possible to garrison at 
Fort Omaha, where the troops were to act with the 
civil authorities. In giving this order the commanding 
officer acted without malice or desire to oppress any 
one, and for the good of the service. Cedarquist was 
not very subordinate in his manner upon receiving the 
order, interrupting the adjutant wit his refusal to 
obey before the order had been fully stated, necessi- 
tating its repetition. The entire command had the ben- 
efit of his refusal to obey orders, which circumstance 
was given further publicity by the fact that his friends 
rushed into public print with an_ account of his re- 
fusal. The matter rapidly assumed proportions where 
it was impossible to overlook the willful deflance of au- 
thority, so that a trial was recommended by Colonel 
Bates, commanding the regiment. 

In the case of a_ soldier tried for desertion and 
found guilty, the reviewing authority, General Merritt. 
says: “The court accepted the plea of ‘guilty’ to the 
charge of desertion, although the statement of the ac 
cused and the argument of his counsel clearly dis 
claim any intent to commit this offense. This intent 
is the essence of the crime of desertion, and in all cases 
must appear in the record of the court either by pos- 
itive evidence from which it is clearly established, or 
by the admission of the accused under such circum- 
stances as to leave no doubt in the mind of the court 
and reviewing authority that this intent is acknowl- 
edged, instead of simply an unauthorized absence.

W. A. F. Lennard, of Brooklyn, who has in- 
vented a _ bullet-proof shield, visited Governor's 
Island July 21 to submit his invention to a test 
by Army officers. Mr. Lennard desired that he be 
made a target of, but the officers would not con- 
sent, and the shield was fastened on the face of 
some heavy oak planking. It measures 17 by 13 
inches, and is 1% inches in thickness. A shot from 
a 45-calibre rifle was first fired into the planking 
from a 40-foot range. The bullet penetrated 2 1-16 
inches. Another rifle buried its projectile 24% inches 
in the solid wood. Then the arm was directed at 
the shield. The first shot penetrated 15% inches, 
and the impulse of the second was checked after a 
penetration of 154 inches. Five shots were fired in 
all, and none succeeded in piercing the shield. The 
test was supervised by Captain Cotton and Lieu- 
tenant Andrews, First U. 8. Art. 

The principal feature at the entertainment at the 
Metropolitan Opera House, New York, Aug. 1, for 
the benefit of the New York “Herald's” free ice 
fund, was the shooting at Professor Herrmann, the 
conjurer, by six soldiers selected from the artillery 
at Governor’s Island, As described, Herrmann 
stood before six riflemen armed with Springfield 
rifles and government ammunition.

FORT KEOGH, MONT. 
Fort Keogh, July 22, 1804. 

_In_ consequence of the great railroad strike, the 
Northern Pacific was tied up on June 27, and from 
that time until July 7 not an engine was moving any- 
where on the road from Portland to St. Paul. On 
July 7 the Department Commanders at St. Paul and 
Vancouver received orders to open the road from end 
to end, and the first train in eleven days, escorted by 
two companies of the 3d Infantry, under command of 
Captain Hobart, left St. Paul that night. No serious 
trouble was encountered between St. Paul and Fort 
Keogh, although angry crowds of strikers were as- 
sembled at every station. At Fort Keogh the two com- 
panies of the 3d were relieved by two companies of the 
22d, under command of Captain Lockwood, and the 
train proceeded on its way. At Livingston, Mont., the 
train was surrounded by a mob of 500 of the worst 
characters in this section of the ey, many of them 
being armed with stones and coupling pins, while 
piles of stones and scrap iron were scattered along the 
sides of the track just off the platform. The mob 
was very abusive to the train crew and soldiers, and 
some little force was necessary to keep them from 
doing damage to the cars and engine. The troops, 
however, kept them from any serious acts of violence, 
and the train pulled out without serious trouble. 
short distance this side of Missoula, the east bound 
train, guarded by the 25th Infantry, was met, and the 
guards were exchanged.

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CHINA AND JAPAN. 





We have had within the past decade several 
careful estimates of the part that China might 
play as a conqueror. The obedience, teachability 
iid indifference to death of her people and their 
inimeasée nuinbers, have led careful students like 
Lérd Wolseley to cotisider that there is a pos- 
sibility, remote but redl, that the safety even of 
Europe may one day be endangered by a tiew 
Tartar irruption, made doubly formidable by 
the combination of barbaric numbers with the 
Western science which is always at the disposal 
of those who are willing to pay for it. But the 
day that shall see China a conquering power is 
too far distant to be a matter of immediate con- 
cern. Japan evidently has no fear of the Oriental 
Colossus, for, with only 39,000,000 to oppose 
more than ten times that number, she is eager for 
war. As the Japanese have had the possibility 
of a war with China in view for many years, 
we are forced to the conclusion that they have 
weighed the power of China and believe it to be 
less than their own. This is the Orientai esti- 
mate of China, not as a power of the future,* 
but as an enemy of to-day. It is evident that 
there must be strong reasons for this Oriental 
view, so much opposed to the generalizations of 
foreigners. Probably we shall find them in two 
main characteristics of the Chinese—superticiality 
in every modern attainment and the total ab- 
sence of national spirit or patriotism as we under- 
stand it. For years the Chinese have been spend- 
ing millions upon forts, ships, guns, torpedoes 
and all munitions of war; upon the drill of troops, 
schools for the training of officers and arsenals 
for construction and repair. They will have 
nothing but the best, and fully believe in the 
“There is nothing that succeeds like 

If the Chinese had a thousand Ger- 
mans as officers in her army and navy, and 
little Holland should defeat the Germans in 
battle, the Chinese would immediately discharge 
all their Germans and put Dutchmen in their 
places. In spite of this devotion to power and 
skill it is probable that there is not another 
army or navy in the world that is so absurdly 
officered as the army and navy of China. Of 
course we speak of the native officers. The for- 
eigners in her service, from whatever country 
they come, are capable and efficient. She will 
try to fill up the gaps by hasty drafts on foreign 
services, and this may do for the navy, but the 
lack of good native subalterns and officers of 
all ranks will be felt sorely in the army. 

Li Hung Chang, China’s noted Viceroy, has a 
force that may possibly number 25,000 men who 
carry modern rifles and are drilled in “the for- 
‘ign way.” These troops make a good show on 
parade, but it is doubtful whether either officers 
r men know the duties of a soldier well enough 
0 do effective work in the open field. There is 
hhysical courage enough in all ranks, but the 
rivates are a better set of men and understand 
heir duties much better than the officers, who 
kre reported to be deficient in everything that 
we demand of an officer. The notions of official

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pride and honor and the ideas of personal re- 
sponsibility in Chitia ate an odd reversal of 
everything that we know under stich terms, 
and it is difficult for a “Western barbarian” to 
recognize the possibility of combining these ideas 
with our niethod of making war. 

What would be thought in this country if the 
President had held General Miles personally re- 
sponsible for the recent accident in Chicago and 
had shown his displeasure by cuffing the Gen- 
eral’s ears, reducing him in rank and dismissing 
him from command! This is what a leading 
general of the Viceroy’s army suffered a few 
years ago when a caisson blew up at Tientsin 
tinder precisely similar circumstances. With 
such notidiis of responsibility how can an army 
be commanded in atiy but a Pickwickian sense? 
With captains who carry drillmiasters with them 
to manoeuvre their companies and colonels who 
could not for the life of them give an order to 
change front, how can a battle be fought? Can 
individual valor make up for such deficiencies? 

Forty years ago, when Perry landed in Japan, 
the country was full of fighting men, and now 
the Japanese soldiers have as little care for life 
as the Chinese, They have shown themselves 
much more capable of assimilating foreign skill 
than their rivals. In the Japanese army there 
are officers and soldiers who understand their 
duties. Their navy has men who can fight their 
own ships, and if they do as well in making war 
by the foreign method as they have done in man- 
aging railroads, mines and manufactures, they 
will be a formidable foe to China. 

The greatest homogeneous nation the world 
has ever known is now at war, for no other 
nation known to history could boast of the 420,- 
000,000 inhabitants that Chinese statisticians al- 
lot to their country. Now that the problem is 
worked out before our eyes we see that three- 
fourths of this population is worthless for the 
present war. It is quite probable that all the 
forces used will be drawn from the two or three 
seacoast provinces. A general draft from the 
whole country would bring together men of more 
dialects than the building of Babel brought on 
us. The striking disparity of about eleven to one 
in population between China and Japan is not 
the controlling factor. Still the northern sea- 
coast provinces of China are quite populous 
enough to sustain a war with Japan on equal 
terms. The Imperial Government is rich enough 
to enlist a swarm of European officers, arm its 
troops with the best weapons and obtain sup- 
plies from foreign makers. During the last five 
or six years the Chinese have been going through 
one of their periodical fits of egotism, economy 
and dislike of the foreigner, and have discharged 
as many of their foreign servants 9s they could 
spare. All that will now be changed and a ready 
welcome will be given to the adventurous spirits 
of all countries. 

It is this employment of well-trained men from 
foreign services that introduces one of the main 
elements of uncertainty into the struggle. If 
left to themselves the Japanese would probably 
exhibit superiority to the Chinese, but under 
the command of English naval officers Chinese 
ironclads may harry the coasts of Japan and 
even capture her most important cities. Under 
German officers Chinese troops may exhibit stub- 
bornness in fighting and brilliancy in strategy 
that, combined with indifference to losses, may 
make them irresistible. 

While Secretary Herbert promptly complied 
with the request of the bluejackets of the Raleigh 
in transmitting to Congress their petition asking 
the withdrawal of marines on board men-of- 
war, he gave the project a setback by unfavor- 
ably indorsing it. The marines are naturally 
greatly pleased with the Secretary’s action.. His 
position in this matter is clearly shown by a cir- 
cular which was issued from the Navy Depart- 
ment on Tuesday last. He has further clinched 
the Department’s position, however, by indors- 
ing the petition as follows: “Respectfully for- 
warded to the Congress of the United States. 
The Department does not approve the object of 
this petition. The Marine Corps is entitled by 
reason of its long and efficient service from the 
beginning down to the present day, in peace and 
war, to the favorable consideration of Congress. 
The Government has not anywhere in its service 
a more faithful or efficient body of men than the 
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United States Marine Corps. Hilary A. Herbert, 
Secretary of the Navy.” 


The Lighthouse Board, to which Commander

The Board elects its own chairman, who, With 
the two secretaries,constitutes the executive com- 
mittee. The Naval Secretary, Comdr. Wilde, 
has charge of the floating aids to navigation 
(lightships and buoys), and the supplies and 
keepers of the lighthouses; and the Engineer 
Secretary, Capt. Philip M. Price, C. E., U. 8&. 
Army, has charge of the construction and repair 
of all fixed aids to navigation (lighthouses, bea- 
cons, ete.), and of the purchase and installment 
of illuminating apparatus. Though it deals witl 
the business of lighting waterways, our liglit- 
house establishment is under divided control and 
is not a part of our naval organization. 


The War Department is continuing its work of 
detailing Army officers as professors of military 
science and tactics at different colleges through- 
out the country. Orders were issued on Thurs- 
day last to four of these gentlemen detailing 
them to this duty. Capt. John Bigelow, of the 
10th Cavalry, was pervailed upon to go to the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, located 
in Boston, as professor of military science and 
tactics. He is the relief of Lieut. H. L. Haw- 
thorne, who, it will be remembered, asked to be 
relieved. Lieut. W. H. Gordon, of the 18th In- 
fantry, will go to the Louisiana State University; 
Lieut. Edwin T. Cole, 8th Infantry, to Austin 
College, Sherman, Tex.; and 1st Lieut. David C. 
Shanks, 18th Infantry, will relieve Lieut. John A. 
Harman, 7th Cavalry, as professor, etc., at the 
Virginia Agricultural and Mechanical College, 
Blacksburg, Va. 

The Chicago “Times,” which has not been at 
all friendly to the action of the Government at 
Chicago, referring to the regular troops lately in 
that city, says: “During their presence in Chicago 
their conduct has been above reproach They 
have shown themselves a brave, orderly, well- 
disciplined body of men who know how to for- 
bear as well as to strike, who have patience as 
well as firmness, moral strength as well as valor.

The “Times’ 
has nothing but words of commendation for the 
conduct of the regulars, although it maintains 
that their coming, for which they were in nowise 
responsible, was a stupid blunder.”

Q. M. D., Subsistence, Pay, etc.—will undoubt- 
edly furnish aspirants for the preferments, and 
amid the clash of these elements, we are tempted 
to ask, where will the unhappy line, remote from 
the centres of influence, come in?

This petition contains an 
argument and is fortified by extracts from newspapers 
and periodicals, the circulation of which among the 
sullors is caleulated to breed discord between them and 
the marines and their officers. 

» It is alleged that these extracts, and this petition, 
were circulated among the enlisted men of this par- 
ticular ship, and are being handeu around among the 
enlisted men of other vessels, at the instigation, or 
ut least with the knowledge and approbation, of cer- 
tain commissioned officers of the Navy. The Depart- 
ment is loath, however, to believe that any of such 
otticers would lend the influence of his honorable po- 
sition to the encouragement of dissension between en- 
listed men of the Navy and the Marine Corps. Such 
a petition, signed at the instance of, or even if known 
to be in accordance with the views of, officers on 
howrd a vessel, would savor strongly of coercion, and 
my agency whatever of such officer therein would 
be visited unhesitatingly with the severe condemna 
tion of the Department. 

4. No officer can claim to be ignorant of the baneful 
effects of sewing tne seeds of discord and dissension 
between sailors and marines. Such conduct is se 
ditious, If this movement on the part of a portion 
of the enlisted men of the Navy to rid themecives of 
the marines and their officers, no matter where it 
originated, should be successful, no one can tell 
where the matter would end. 

{. In the early days of the French revolution a 
spirit of insubordination, generated by the leveling 
influences of that day. broke out among the enlisted 

en of the French Navy. They demanded the right 
to choose their own officers, and, by the power of num 
bers, In many instances enforced it. All discipline 
was atanend. “No Captain knew how long he would 
he in his nominal position, or receive obedience from 
his men.” The result was that many of the best 
trained naval officers of France were driven out of 


the Navy. Mahan, in his history of the influence of

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


Plucky little Japan has scored the first honors in 
the contest with her unwieldy antagonist, China. 
On the morning of July 27 two Japanese vessels, 
having an aggregate of 6,050 tons, made an at- 
tack upon a Chinese armor-clad of 7,280 tons, and 
injured her so severely that, though she escaped, 
she was compelled to go into dry dock. The Chi- 
nese vessel was the Chen Yuen, a sea-going armor- 
clad built in 1882, carrying from 12 to 14 inches 
of armor, and having a battery of four 12-inch 37- 
ton breechloaders, two 6-inch 4-ton breechloaders, 
and eight rapid-fire guns. Her speed is 14% 
knots. Opposed to her was the old Japanese armor- 
clad, Hiyei, of 2,280 tons, built in 1878, with an 
urmor belt of 444 inches and carrying four 9%4-inch 
15-ton br echloaders, two 6%-inch 6-ton_breech- 
loaders and five machine guns, and the Japanese 
deck-protected cruiser Takachiho of 3,750 tons, 
built in 1885, armed with two 10-inch 30-ton 
breechloaders, six_6-inch 5-ton breechloaders and 
ten Q. F. guns. The Takachiho is credited with a 
speed of 18.7 knots. The speed of the Hiyei is 13 
knots. The Chinese report that the Japanese ves- 
sels were beaten off and the Hiyei disabled. This 
does not agree with Japanese accounts. The Chinese 
admit ‘that the Chen Yuen was so severely injured 
that it will be some time before she can be re- 
paired. They speak of two gunboats that partici- 
pated in the fight, and of which they give no ac- 
count. On the 26th of July, the Japanese 
sunk a Chinese transport, the Kow Shung, loaded 
with troops. It is claimed that she was sailing 
under the British flag, and there is a great outcry 
in England in consequence, as war had not then 
been declared. She was sunk by torpedoes launched 
from the Japanese deck-protected cruiser, the 
Naniwa. The transport carried six guns and had 
1,100 soldiers on board. She was convoyed by the 
Chinese cruisers Chao Yung, 1,400 tons, 16.8 knots. 
and the torpedo cruiser Kung Hi, 1,100 tons. 
These were engaged by the Japanese deck-protect- 
ed cruisers Akitsushima, 3,150 tons, 19 knots, and 
the Naniwa, 3,750 tons, 18.7 knots. The trans- 
port had on board four chiefs of battalion. and 
tifteen colonels of the Chinese army in addition to 
the soldiers referred to. The captain of the trans- 
port surrendered, but the soldiers on board of her 
refused to do so, and resisted capture. The Nan- 
iwa was ultimately obliged to open fire upon the 
transport and eventually sank her. The captain 
and others were rescued by the boats of the Nani- 
wa. 

Japan has apologized for the sinking of a British 
vessel, stating that she was not aware of the fact 
at the time, and offering to make ample amends, 
in case she is found at fault. They declare that 
the Chinese opened the attack with a _ torpedo. 
Japan, on the Ist of August, announced a formal 
declaration of war, which deprives China of the 
advantage she has had in conducting war with all 
the benefits of assumed neutrality. She was 
endeavoring to gain time to equip herself with men 
and ships. She has purchased at least three pow- 
erful vessels in English shopyards and they would 
soon have been ready to sail. Vessels that were 


ready to sail from England with arms and 
munitions have been stopped. ‘The Japanese have 
only one real armor-clad, the Fuso, 3,780 tons, 
built in 1877, but her speed is only 13 knots. They 


have one cruiser of 22.5 knots, the Goshino, 4,150 
tons, built in 1892. Beside the Chen Yuen, reported 
disabled, the Chinese have only one good armor- 
clad, the Ting Yuen. They have three others 
about on a par with those the Japanese have, but 
with a higher speed and more modern construction. 
Behind fortifications on shore, the Chinese are re- 
ported to be doing better, and they claim to have 
repulsed a Japanese attack at Yashan, the Chinese 
being directed by European officers.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
New York State Camp. 

In the case of the 13th Regiment at State Camp many 
compliments were extended to the command, and Gen- 
eral Porter assured Colonel Austen on the occasion of 
the last official visit on Saturday, that he had expected 
a good record from the 13th, but it had exceeded even 
his highest expectations. This was evident when, ear- 
lier in the week, the regiment was asked to give an ex- 
hibition in regimental drill, and this so impressed the 
U. S. officers that General Porter on Thursday evening, 
July 26, ordered a regimental drill again and had the 
customary (dress) regimental parade omitted for the 
purpose, On this occasion the 8th Battalion was con- 
stituted a battalion of the regiment, and the drill was 
conducted by Colonel Austen in three battalions, each 
company being reduced to 20 files, and even wita this 
the capacity of the large parade ground was greatly 
taxed, necessitating several line formations on diagonal 
lines. ‘The 13th were further complimented by the drill 
inspectors of the camp stating to the battalion com- 
manders that they would no longer supervise their drills 
and had no suggestions to make to them, The crown- 
ing compliment to the regiment was the march out or- 
dered on Friday morning, leaving all disposition of 
troops to Oolonel Austen, advising him that he was to 
give all orders to the three battalions, and, finally, to 
take up the best position of defense; Colonel Merriam, 
7th Inf., U. S. Army, was to criticise any disposition 
made at the conclusion of the manveuvre. The first order 
was that Colonel Austen should assume his command to 
be an advance guard of an army corps, and that the 
advance guard of another army corps was proceeding 
by a parallel road (the wood road) towards the Gar- 
rison road; that he should advance by two roads, the 
McCoy and the shore or river road, and at Garrison 
road effect touch between his battalions, assuming the 
possibility of an enemy advancing to attack from Peeks- 
kill. 


il 

Colonel Austen issued written orders to Major 
Chauncey for the 8th Battery to proceed to the MeCoy 
road, and, assuming command of the two battalions of 
the 15th, he proceeded personally with them by the 
bluff or creek road to Annsville cross roads. Colonel 
Austen’s orders directed Major Chauncey to advance 
northerly on Garrison road to the bridge on said road 
near Wallace pond, where contact was supposed to be 
made with the advance guard of the 2d Army Corps, 
and also to the south until he made connection at Anns- 
ville cross roads with Major Cochran, to whom orders 
had been issued to proceed to this point. Major Cochran 
was in the same order directed to reconnoitre all cross 
roads and advance as far south as Peekskill bridge, 
sending scouts over the bridge and reporting back by 
orderlies the result of his observations to Colonel 
Austen at Annsville. 

Up to this point Major Luscomb’s battalion had con- 
stituted the reserve. Colonel Merriam, U. 8S. A., Was 
from this time to send any messages he saw fit, dic- 
tating the messages to battalion commanders and 
leaving Colonel Austen responsible to move his troops 
to meet such emergencies as might be created by his 
directions. Major Cochran first sent an orderly to 
say that a considerable force was advancing to Peeks- 
kill bridge. Colonel Austen directed Major Luscomb 
with his battalion to advance to Peekskill bridge, 
cross same, advance towards Peekskill, drive the en- 
emy back if possible, and if he had not sufficient force 
of his own to send word to him. Major Cochran was 
ordered to hold his force in the position already taken 
by him, thoroughly picket cross roads, and let Major 
Luscomb’s force take the advance beyond the bridge. 
The contact having been established with the 2d 
Army Corps, Major Chauncey was directed to march 
his entire battalion to the cross roads, to be held there 
awaiting further orders from Colunel Austen. Shortly 
after Major Luscomb’s advance, word was sent in that 
he was successfully opposing the enemy and advane- 
ing. Colonel Austen left Lieutenant-Colonel Watson in 
command at the Annsville cross roads, and went to 
the front of Major Luscomb’s advance. En route a 
bicyclist as courier announced to Colonel Austen by 
message from Major Luscomb that the enemy was in 
force, and that unless reinforcements were sent he 
could do no more than hold his position. An orderly 
was sent by Colonel Austen to Lieutenant-Colonel Wat- 
son to immediately send forward Company D, Cap- 
tain Mayer, of the 13th, and Company D, &th Batt., 
Captain Jarvis, to join Major Luscomb. At this time 
Colonel Austen met these companies on the road, and 
receiving word from Major Luscomb that his position 
was good and he holding his own, Captain Mayer only 
was ordered to advance, while Capt. Jarvis was di- 
rected to report to Major Cochran and await further 
orders. Major Cochran was notified of the same. Cap- 
tain Mayer failed to advance further than Peekskill 
bridge, owing to a misunderstanding of his order, and 
Major Luscomb meanwhile advised that the enemy 
was advancing in force. Major Luscomb was then 
ordered to fall back in retreat to the Annsville cross 
roads, and, after passing Peekskill bridge, to make no 
further disposition of his troops, leaving Major Coch- 
ran to cover the retreat from Peekskill bridge to the 
Annsville cross roads. Captain Mayer, Company D, 
23th, and Captain Jarvis, Company D, 8th Batt., were 
ordered to report to Major Cochran and remain under 
his orders. 

Major Chauncey was ordered by Colonel Austen to 
take position on the bluff overlooking Annsville cross 
roads and commanding the bridge and road from 
Peekskill. Major Luscomb, with his battalion, as soon 
as it reached the cross roads was ordered to scale 
the heights and form it on the left of the Sth Batt. 
to defend the position. The two battalion com- 





manders were advised that when Major Cochran was 
driven in, his force would be placed on their left on 
the same heights. The proposition for Colonel Auster 
to solve was to place his troops, in such manner of his 
own selection, as would best prevent any attackin 
force from further advance towards the camp (whic 
was the headquarters), and at the conclusion of the 
movement General Porter and Colonel Merriam were 
to criticise such disposition and indicate wherein it 
might be improved on, as well as to criticise Colonel 
Austen’s and his battalion commanders’ movements 
prior to this time, there being no set programme, and 
all orders were to be issued instanter by Colonel Aus- 
ten as the emergencies might arise.

The work of the 
week was, with the exception of the evening parade 
and the early Saturday morning drills, thus brought 
to a conclusion, and was very much in advance of that 
undertaken by the regiment heretofore, and all were 
satisfied that, while they had some extra work, it 
wae peaatante to them, and was a compliment to their 
efficiency. 





We shall give a report in our next issue of the sev- 
enth week of the camp, which opened on Saturday, 
July 28, with the 14th Regiment, 676 strong out of a 
total of 792, giving a percentage of 85.35.

Col. T. R. Mathews, Ist Regiment Mass. Militia, has 
issued orders for the regiment to perform a_ tour of 
duty at Fort Warren, from Aug. 13 to 18, and among 
other things he says: “The regiment will parade jy 
full dress and heavy marching order, canvas 
leggings, canteen and haversack.

A regimental canteen for enlisted mey 
will be established; also an officers’ canteen, where 
all needed refreshments can be had, doing away with 
the necessity of liquors in quarters. No carpets or 
rugs will be used in the tents at this encampment. 
Special attention will be given to guard duty and 
military courtesy. Lieut.-Col. Chas. L. Hovey will 
have a general supervision of guards. Friday, Aug. 
17, will be designated as ‘visitors’ > * and Fort 
Warren, through the courtesy of Major Wm. Sinclair, 
will be open to the friends of the regiment holding a 
pass to same. Under no circumstances will the quar- 
ters of officers be made the rendezvous of enlisted 
men.”"’
